‘We first thought the ex- 
pansion would cost in the 
neighborhood of $250,000 but 
when we found the three 
developments were going 
ahead in one year, we had to 
resubmit the project.’’

Most recent phase of the 
expansion has been the lay- 
ing of the underground sys- 
tem from the central office 
of AGT on St, Michael Street 
to the corner of Grandin Road 
and Sir Winston Churchill 
Avenue, This program has 
necessitated excavations for 
manholes at the intersect- 
ions of Perron Street and 
St. Michael, Perron and Sir 
Winston Churchill and Sir 
Winston Churchill and Gran- 
din Road. 

A second phase of this

Mr, Fallow explains that 
construction work on AGT 
projects is contracted out 
and each individual contrace 
tor must leave the construc-

be repaired and then dug up

The system to serve the 
northern subdivision will be 
built from the Post Office, 
directly west on St, Michael 
Street for two blocks, then 
north, under the Sturgeon 
River, to the junction of 
Mission Avenue and Mount 
Royal Drive. 

In order to extend the 
system under the river, the 
six ducts will be encased 
in a culvert filled with a 
waterproofing gel. It is ex- 
pected that this system will 
be completed in October of 
this year, 

As well as serving the 
proposed BACM housing 
development, this system 
will supply cable for the 
party rural program in the 
area north of St, Albert.

“The Sturgeon river basin development is the first one 
in Alberta to be planned under the newest method of 
system analyses, This river basin is my baby, and I am 
trying to apply this method to this basin If successful 
it could be used for others in Alberta, Canada and around 
the world.” So said Tuffy Mussivand, project director 
for the Sturgeon River Basin study, who was main speaker 
at the Chamber of Commerce public meeting last week, 

He has been working over the past three years on the 
study which is being done in four phases. 

Phase One - Identify the problem -- including location, 
distribution and inventory of available water inthe basin, 
This phase is now completed after nearly three years 
work by agencies on 98 different reports. 

This year Mr. Mussivand is working on Phase Two 
which is to project what will happen in 1975-80-95 and 
up to the year 2020. We cannot forget the future and the 
next generation, he said. ‘The best use and most benefit 
possible from the project is being considered - not only 
dollars and cents,’’ he noted. Referring to Mr. Veness's 
plea for faster action by the government, he said, | and 
the other plamers are as anxious as you to see the 
project under construction.’” To solve the problem and 
meet the needs of all people in the area involved takes 2 
lot of work and therefore time, especially when you are 
working on so many aspects of development, withso many 
interested agencies. “In my country (Persia) we have 2 
proverb ‘There has to be a school for every soup.’
